IN a fituation fo criticaJ as that in which the fu- 
ture reprefentation of this county is likely to be 
placed, I beg leave to offer a few. remarks for your 
confideration. It is.no doubt much to be lamented, 
that a man of Mr Burdon's Qrifl integrity, indefaii- 
eable induftry,.and watchful attention over the local 
mterefts of a large commercial di(lri£l, fhouldwith. 
draw himfelf from a fituation, which he ha! for ele- 
ven years, filled with credit to_himfelf, and benefit 
CO his conftituents. Though not perhaps pofleffed of 
thofe (hining talents, and captivating powers, which 
arreft the admiration, and attrafl the ^applaufe of 
(emtcs, he has difpkyed, at all times, a fober and. 
diff allionate - 
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dirpaflion ate judgment, a (teady rc£litude of nund, a 
perfevering aiTiduity in bufmefs, and a prompt exe- 
cution of every Juft meafure; which are qualities of 
greater advantage to the country, and better adapted 
to the regulation of public affairs, and the ends of 
government, than more brilliant parts. Whether 
then we view him in his political chara^^r, or 
whetlier we confider him in tne connexion of a do- 
meAic prcte61or, in each we Ihall find in him, much 
' to admire, and little to cenfure. But I will not fur- 
ther dwell upon a lofs, which I am confident all Will 
acknowledge, and which every virtuous man will 
deeply depiore.i. 

I will, then, proceed to examine the pretenfions 
of a candidate, who folicils to fucceed him : And 
here is the profpeft truly- melancholy — one which 
we cannot behold withoui doubly feeling the lofs we 
TuAuin, and anticipating the evils to which we (hall 
be expofed. -Yet. Sir H. V. T. afliires the freehol- 
ders, that his future time Ihall be dcvmed to their 
intereds ; and to obtain credit for this a0ertion, he 
declares that a principle the moft pure, induced him 
to refign the City of Durham — that he would not re- 
tain 3 Titu^tion, the duties of which he could not dif- 
charge with facisfaflion to his gwn mind. Such are- 
the declarations of Sir H. V. and fuch the explana- 
tion of his paft conduft. Let us then examine how 
far his aftions have accorded with the purity of his 
principles, that we may know what reliance can be 
placed upon his prefent profelTionS. 

Sir H. V. Tcmpeft was returned for the City of 
Durhiim,' under the moft flattering circumdanccs.

He 
accepted,- indeed, the proifered repretentatioii' : but 
how did he djfcharge it* duties ? He was " Mafter 
f his tim^," torfooth, equally at that period, as at 
le piefent ; but how did he employ it ? ' Did the 
ieing mafter of his time involve him in fcenes of 
fi.ily and intemperance? Bid this h^py leifure 
dajice him along the hacknied beaten track from 
Newmarket to the cockpit and from the cockpit to 
Newmarket again ? Was- it in avocations of thisna- 
tore that he fought to improve his mind, to ftudy the 

, duties of a leeiflator, and attain thofe virtues' which 
dignify and adorn the man ? Was it there that he 
learned that morality which introduced him to the 
ihara and cutting iafti of the attorney general i" For 
theft arethe memorable events, which this " Mafter 
of kis tiTHt," has tranfmitted for our, edification ;, 
and this is the man who folicits the confidence o{ 
the freeholders,-:— We have a right to examine fnto 
public charafiers, and it is prudent to examine be., 
fore we confide.. But when after events produced a 
more cautious or lefs vicious conduft — when mar- 
riage impofed decency, and decciKy produced a- 
want oi occupation, then what appears Aill more 
wonderful,, he finds, that he is no longer " Mafler 
of his time," and he brings forward Mr. Taylor to- 
bis conflitucnts of DuTham, and under the mafk of 
zeal for their welfare,- "he refigns into the hands 
that conferred it the important- iruft." This is his 
boalfed refignation,. and this the purity of his mo- 
tives. But he is- again " mafter of his time," he is 
" differently circumftanced," and offers himfelf to 
fill the high and honourable ftation of reprefentative- 
for the county of Durham, leaving Mr. Taylor^ 
quietly to amufe the citizens of Durham with Ipeci- 
tnens of his eloquence. But here, gentlemen, let us 

. be cautious, from a review of the paA, we have a

upon conjefture ag^lnlt fetfls. It this " inantr of 
his" time" ftill exeicife his faculties on the tuiF.'und' 
oil the fod ,- if he CbnEtnue lo live with his ufu^ af. 
fociates, huw are the more iinportanl dntin-ot his" 
new'fougtit. ftation to be difcharged ? h the whole 
weight of bufinels to beiaid upprfhis coiTeague ? 
Sir R. Milbanke will not thank him tor the favour. 
Are we then to look to Mr. Tayior ? Surely not. . 
Mr. Taylor has no coiine^liun with the freeholders 
of the county of Durham ; Mr. Taylor is not offi- 
cially known to them ; nor, if he. were, known, is 
his credit and reputation fo confidered^ or fo effica- 
cious, as to enable him to turn the. minds of men to 
his purpofe^ Mr. T. may have many good qualities ; . 
1 do not difpute rhem ; but.he has nut the quality of 
obtaining geneial refpefl. There is untortunately 
a degree oT ridicule attached U\ his- character, whicn 
will always militate againft his heft endeavoura.- 
How then are-^ve to be allured that the bufinefs of 
the county will be tranfa^led, or that we may not be 
deprived of our befl previleges f Bcfides it has e\er, 
gentlemen, been a fy»em ol found polity with us»..

Mr. Lambtun made the 
attempt in the year 1786, but convinced of the fu- 
tility, and impraflicability of the the plan, he wilely 
permitted it to fall to the ground. But where is now 
that fpirit of independence which formerly oppofed 
this meafure ? Wtiere is the once towering houfe of 
Raby ? Where is the blood of the Bowes s, and the 
Edens, of the Liddells, and the Ljmbtons ? Where 
is the'houfeot Clavering and Shafto ?

ftances*.i» To far from being impolEble, tlut I think 
it more than probable. . Mr. B> as we learn from 
hifr-adveFtifement, has been induced to retire, . from 
hi»inability to bear the fatigues of parliamentary 
duty;. and extremely heavy, no d6ubt, they muft 
have been during the whole almoA of the eventtul 
period in which he has reprefented the county : -— 
But as... by the bl^irtngs of providence, the reliora- 
tion of peace (of whica Mr. B. could have no fore- 
Gght^henhe annouDced hit intention), is already 
ratified, it is to be prefumed the labours of his lU- 
tion will be confiderably diminifhed,.and that the 
time which he requires for th& conduS^of his pri- 
vate concerns, will nM, in future, be fo much in- 
croached upon by thofe of' the public.

The public is liberal and - 
generous; it will encouiage riling talents : It will-- 
animate and, incite the diffident, and it.will cmbol- - 
den the referved. - There was a period when fuch a ■ 
call would have been obeyed with alacrity.. This ■• 
is nut an oppofition which would incur expence:^ 
all we aflc,- and all we want is tbaraBer. - It insy ' 
be in the recoll^ion of many geotlemen, that this 
is not altogether a new rttuatioo- untp which this 
couniy is precipitated.'

I HAVE received vour 1 fitter ^covering the refolu- 
tions entered into by a relpeftablc meeting of the - 
freeholders of the county of Durham, held at the 
Town-hall, South Shields, Oaober 27, upon the 
fubjeEl of my detennination to decline being a can- 
didate at the next elc£lion.

Tiylor with pride and evukation : and as a vifita- 
tion, fuch ax I have hinted at, .yet hangs over us, 
let me beg of you Hot only to drop alt thoughts of 
eppoliag Ml. Taylor, but to fee his counefiion with . 
you in the true light, as th&onJy chance left you of 
Kaving 3ny eftcieiit member of parliament at all,— 
1 do not mean to carry my zeal for Mr. Taylor fo 
far as to deny what has been faid, that there is a dei-- 
gree of ridicule attached lo his chardflerj (hat ts 
certainly true : but his cbara£^r, luch as it is, is lu- 
dependcnt-: he derives no confequence (beyond the 
mere eletiioneering Imbble) fnim his conneflion 
with the TempeilTamily ; on the contran', I believe 
that the ftuck ut reipeftahility in th^t-family is at 
prefent luch, thai any accefiion to it, even by reflec- 
tion from Mr. Taylor, may nut be unacceptable; 
and thuu^ the origin of Mr. Taylor is humble, it is

I have forborne, Siij in either bf mv addr^es, to 
appeal dircf.1y tothofe individuals, wno oughtto be 
ifuremoA in their qppofition to Sir H. V. T. becaufe 
1 havc'induiged a vain hope, that a county meeting 
and a public fubfcription, would have^en adopted > 
in theearlicfl'ftae&oi it. For tnyfelf, whatever may 
be the refult, I haVe done the uttnoit in my humble • 
'Walk. I do nut hoaii that " 1 can call fpirits from 
the vafly deep'," bef aufe I know ihey will not come^ 
but 1 have uted fuch exertions as are within my abi- 
lity, and'tf thefe fail, they tail not for want of-ener- 
£y on my part, but from a lamentable decay of pub- 
fic virnie.

There Thave fcen thl> 
litile man, great in himfelf, labourii^to profecutt 
antf opjirefs worth, and exalt delinquency. I'havie 
beard jum impotently aidtng the malice of Edhnind 
B\irke; I have feen himyelpingafier the pack, and' 
running the foil of an unprincipled Fa£lion, to ftig- 
tnatize and blacken that great and good man, WAR- 
REN HASTINGS. And again,! have beheld him 
fcreeninff, from condign pauilhment', the traitor 
ARTHUR O'CONNER. Thcfe, gentlemen, arer 
Ibme of the public a£ls of your pr«ent reprefen. 
tative — Atts which arc not the refult of fudden fieat, 
orblind caprice, but ^parent lythofe of cool deliber- 
ation, and as fitch i^ouM be arraigned by an ordina- 
S/ dbferver. It i> not however my intention to run 
own Mr. Taylor, as a man deHitiiite of all principle 
an+TOituci who would poliutethe fource or coun- 
terafl the courfe of law. I liare l6ng known Mr. 
Taylor, and can fairly acquit him at the expence of 
his underiUnding. 

Here, gentlemen, that I may not too long trefpafs 
>on your time, I will clofe my obfervatiom on Mr 
aylor's perfonal attra3ions.

Taylor as their, repi;erent^tiye, very fopn af- 
ter the late eleftiout.. They; foein to l^ye deli^bp, 
ated cooiiy, under, the influpnce of no impreffibn;.- 
but thofe of hatred towards Mr. Taylor, and referat- 
ment againfl Sir Henry Vane :. few none, I believe^ 
have ever attributed iheir longiag after.another cqn^- 
teft to profligate motiiy^s ; or even ventured to^ con-, 
denrn at all that longing, on any other ground th.a^ 
as it was prejudieiar to two fuch blamelefs cliarac- 
ters as the Baronet^ and his brother-in-law. Their 
feleftion of a man, .in i^hofe ptrfon they njighf fup- 
port their own riBhts, is their cleared exculpation 
from all charges of the former kind ; tor they have

Taylor find good cauie of objection in his inability *

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therto avoided the giddy powers of this mighty vor- 
t*t.

^fty-trade lofes workmen — voters iofe their fepfes,- 
and candidates Iofe their money : — Hence geneial 
integrity is weakened ; and universal diflblutencfs of 
manners advances hafiily.

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PROCEEDINGS OF THE 
DIJRHAM CITY ELECTION. 

MONDJy, yUlY 19, 1802. 



Alter the »roal piocefs of opening the court, Mr. 
■Lambton was jwopofed by Mr. Alderman Baia- 
bridee, and feconded by Mr. Aldii. Chipchafe. 
Mr. Lambion addrelled ihe freemen in a fliort 
but clear and manly fpeecli. He exprefied his fen- 
timents of gratitude Jor the favours he and his fami- 
ly ha3 repeatedly received, and requefted them to be- 
lieve that no man could be more devoted to tlicir in- 
terelU than' himfeif. He concluded by obferving, 
that, though he was well aware, that the other can- 
Sidates were more accuJloraed to. public fpeaking 
than him felF, yet flaying his hand to hii heartj he 
defied them to exceed him infuriiy of intentions, 
or attachment to the iiUereiU of the city oi Durham. 

Mr.'Tayior was then propofed by Mr. Alderman 
Shields, and feconded by Mr. Altlcrman Starforth, 
jun. 

The fiibflance of Mr. Taylor's fpeech we are fer- 
ry we. could not procure fo fully as-we could wilh. 
— He feemed however toreft his.pretenfions to the 
Favour of the freemen of the city of Durham, upon 
the experience %vhich they had had of his conduQ as 
their repreientalive. He faid they had already wit- 
neffed the exertions he had made to deferve their 
good opinion, and flaEtered bimfelf that nothing, 
X eillier 
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either in his private or his public charaQer, li^ 
'been fuch as to forfeit their future elleem. 

Mr., Wharton was next propofed by Mr. A]£er^ 
man Potts, and feconde(f by Mr. HarrifiMi. 

Mr. Wharton began by returning his thanks to 
the gentlemen who had propofed and feconded him ; 
^but he faid his thanks were particularly due to his 
brother freemen, whofe partiality had raifed him 
from a private ftation, to be the defender of their li- 
berties; and whofe lirmnefs, he did believe, would 
fhortl]/ place him in the moll honourable fituation 
to wmch a fubje£l ot thefe united kingdoms could, 
in the utmoft reach ot his ambition, afpire. He faid 
ihey were then met for a£lion, and not for oratory ; 
yet he jnufl beg their patience for fome few minutes, 
■while he remarked on fome of thofe afperfions which 
had been caff on his charaflcr, during a long and 
acrimonious xonteft: it was true, that anonymous 
calumny fcarce deferved reply ; but when he knew 
that his moral honefty and his religious principles 
had been impeached, he felt it but jufUce to the 
dignity of bis own private chara£ler, as well as to 
that refpeft which was due to the choice of ihe in- 
dependent fueemen of Durham, to vindicate himfelf 
from flanders>of fo foul a nature, and retort on the 
propagators with that ,afperity which they merited. 
He had been tojd that lome perfons had faid he wu 
an atheijl : if there was any man among thofe ranged 
againft him (for' he could not &y any gentlemani 
who had faid he was anathetA, that man had aflertea 
what was a bafe and malicious lie. - He bad been 
told that fome had circulated a repprt that he meant 
to inveigle the non-refident freemen in his interell 
to Durham, and then leave them to expence and 
difficulties : If there was any man who had afferied, 
Jthat fuch was his intention, Ae llkeWile badalTerted 

' wbat 
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-what was a bale and infamous lie. He could notafcer- 
tain who had reforted to thefe praftJces againfl him ; - 
he was forfy to fay he believed fuch men did exift ; - 
ami if the cap be had held out would fit any one 
that heard him, he begged be would accept it with 
his moll humble fervice. He faid there were other 
things which had been urged by his adverlanes by 
way of difqualifi cation agdiuft him, but they were 
of -a lefs ferious complexion ; indeed they were fuch 
as never failed to raife a fmile when they occurred 
to his recolle^ion^- It had bten fnid that he was - 
unfit to be a reprefentative for Durham, bccaufe 
however he migltt be approved by his brother free- 
men, or, as was the falhionable term, by the rabble^ 
he was not fupported by the mayor and aldermen; 
and again, becaufe he was not befriended by the 
county gentlemen ; charges (it was true) founded on 
(aft, but not amounting abfolutely to an annihitatit^ ■ 
of his pretentions. But furiiicF, he had been told^ 
that ihey faid be- ought not to have oppofed Mr. L. 
and Mr. T. becaufe he was a pauper J All thefe 
allegations he Ihould difcufs; buthe trulled his man- 
ner of difculBng them would not be ill.humourcd, . 
■ or imply that Ije treated them wkh mOre ferioufnefs 
than they might feem to merit. 

With regard to the firfl, he could only fay that it 
was always pleafant to him when he ccruld accommo- 
date even his opponents, and here he would at'once 
compromife the matter in difpule between them : he 
founded his pret^nfions on the favour of the body of 
the freemen ; Mr. L. and Mr. T. on the particUtty 
of the corporation. Now let each abide by tljofe 
who fupport him; if they would let him reprefent 
the freemen of Durham, ne ivould on his part (with 
the exceptioB of one valued man, Mr. Aid. Potts) 
make them a prefent of the mayor and aldermen, and 
aven throw the town-clerk into the bargain. Let 
K 2 Mr. L. . 
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Mr. L. and Mr. T. reprcfent the corporaCion — men 
who talked of canvalGhg the freemen, when in fa£l 
they were commanding their vafTal^— men who cal- 
led it freedom of ele&ion when they procured Tacit 
as would not-vote for them lo be turned out of their 
employments ; fuch men were fit reprefentatives of 
a corporation that would exclude the freemen from 
that court on a Guild-day, and furround the hall with 
armed men, to prevent the wardens of the companies 
rejeBing fuch Hlegal and occafional citizens as they 
might wifh'to enfranchife, for the purpofe of fup- , 
porting his enemies in this conteft. 

As to the fecond chaige, be faid it was true that 
a certain defcHptioQ of perfons calling thomfelves 
exclufively the county gentlemen, did fupport Mr; 
L. and Mr- T, in preference to himfelf. He bowed 
to the fuperior taients^ot* thofe gentlemen ; and had 
he wiflied to be county member, county coronerj 
county treafurer, or even petty conftable, he did not 
know any body of men to whom- he would fooncr 
apply. But as his appearing at all in a public chz- 
lacier was owing to the citizens of IJurluim ; as the 
honour to which he had been led to afpirci depend' 



ed wholly on the citizens of Durham, he did aver 
that thofe county gentlemen were the iafl perfons in 
the creation whofe good ©pinion he then wifhed to 
court, or whofe intereft he wifeed to procure in af- 
taining the obje£t of that eontelt : they bad nothing 
to do with the reprefentjition of the city of Durham ; 
indeed they feemed to have- more upon them than 
they could manage, in beating up for a member for 
themfelves^ he, for his pan, difclaimed any con- 
neftion with them ; from the freemen he fiad met 
with more generofity, more affeftior., than could 
have been tlxiught to breathe in man ; to them, and 
to them only, he would adhere ; and he never would 
at any time countera61 that independence which he 
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was called forward to aHert, by accepting one VMe 
under the control of influence, or the bias ot cor- 
ruption. 

• Whh'refpeEt to his being a pauper, he would do - 
the hon, gentleman the juftice to fay, that he did 
not fuppofe they meant to fay he had pariQi relie'f ; 
they muft, therefore, either-mean that he had not 
the income required by- a& of parliament as a qua- 
li£cation for a city member, or ufe the word pauper 
yet mote loofely. He, tor his part, .certainly had 
aX)I. per annum, in land ; whether his opponents, . 
with ail their wealth, had that legal qualification, was 
not for him to fay, but they were miflaken if they 
fiippofed him deficient in that requifite : he rather 
fancied they i would admit his qualificationj and aU - 
luded only to a fort of conftruflive pauperifm, infi- 
nuating that he was not fo rich as they. If that were 
theintenlion of their lefleflions on him, he could not 
deny the faft ; but then if Mr. T. and Mr. L. were 
more proper reprrefentati,ves than himfeif for the city 
of Durham, becaufe they were richer, what became 
of ail Mr. T. had faid in March, 1800, when here- - 
probated Mr. Ruffell'slong purle, anil bade the free- 
, men look at integrity, at talents, and not at wealth, 
in the choice of their reprefentative? The table.*, 
were now-turned on Mr. T. and. he would have an 
exctufive riglil t© the favour of the citizens of Dur- 
ham, becauic he at. that time was the lord of the long 
purfe: indeed, between Mr! Ruffell, Mr, Taylor, 
and iiimfelf, it was a Rule-ot-three queftion : XV". is - 
to T. what T. is to Ruffel! ; and if the gentlemen 
recolleaed the arguments ot Mr.T. in IdOO, they; 
had but to apply them at that time iu favour of him- -^ 
felfagainfi their owner, and the unfiinefs of Mr. T. 
for the (ituation to which he afpired would at once - 
be evident. What fifrnified all that had been faid 
about ihe fer\'ices of Mr. Lambton's f'amiLy, or Mr. . 
■ K 3 Taylor's .- 
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Taylor's connection with the late Mr. Temped', if 
it be the purfes and not the perfons of candidates 
which you are to examine for the vahdity of their 
ieveral claims ? Mr. L. was the rich defcendant df 
an old family, anf^therefore fit for their member; he 
was the poor defcendant of an old Family, and there- 
fore unfit — fo that it was evidently the metal, and 
not the man, which turned the fcale. His oppo- 
nents were not to be preferred for their ferviccs, or 
their virtues, but for their property : they were two 

S olden images, two golden calves, fet up in this wtU 
emefs of merit by the county gentlemen and that 
faife prophet the mayor, for the freemen to adore ;- 
and he did believe that if they did not (hake off fuch 
luperilitious devotion, they would foon incur the 
penalties of that grofs idolairyiif'they did notalTert 
their independence that day, the very, trace of it 
would be loft, and they would have ihc terrible re- 
fletlion of' having fold to bondage not only them> 
felves, but all who might look up to them for en- 
iranchifement by blood or fervitmfe, as long as that 
city Ihould pollefs the name, and be the fhadow of 
a ci>rporation. One thing more, and he would quit 
the worn-out fubjeft of his poverty: In what pan 
of Ml. T.'s exieiiftve legal reading, did he lind that 
poverty was a crime ? The mild jurifprudence of 
£ngland, he faid, hdd out comfon and alEAance to 
fuch as, being poor, Itill laboured among their tel- 
" low-citizens, and obtained by their perfonal charac- 
ter the good-will of thofe in their neighbourhood ; it 
was harfti and penal only to vagabonds, who, quit. 
ting their own fettJements, went into remote places 
and diilurbed the peace, or invaded the property of 
perfons whol y unconnefled with them. 

Such, he laid, were the cliargcs which had been 
urged againit him ; on fuch grounds he had been 
- reprefenLcd as an audacious violator of thofe gcnttc- 
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Hien*s rights, and a fpoJIer of their privarc property' i 
in this conteft, every perfon who iiidulned the leaft 
hope of' being claffed in jhat refpeftablc fquadron,. 
tile county gentlemen, tooli up arms the moment lie 
declared: Windleftone nodded to Ravcnfworth, and 
Wynyard echoed the groans of indignation which 
biirft<forth from Lambton : Elegant iiofpitahty was 
employed to allure; menaces and violence were ufeiJ 
to t«rrify;- wealth was brought forward to corrupt: 
theLamblon interell was called from thofe recelfes- 
where sniy it could be found, from the coal-pits of 
that family ; and every S.ep that prudence could 
fuggeft, or deteftation ai£)ate, had been Teduloufl)*' 
taken lor frx months, to prevent that iifue to the 
contclf) upon which it was, neverthetefs, his decided 
Opinion that he fhould uJthnately. have it. in his 
power to congratulate them.. 

He faid, he was ready to admit that their ^mBefs 
had been fuch as to render any exhortation on hii 
partj as to the conduft to be obferved during the- 
poll, almoft needlefs; yet he could not help ear* 
nefllyt requefting them to adhere llriftly to their re, 
fo|utK»i of giving him fulL votes, rtor fullering any 
private reganl they might have to the perfons or fa. 
milies of his opponents^ to weiiji againft their atten- 
Tn this (■ ""■ 



tion to the public concern. In this eleflion they 
were about to give their fuffrages to themfeives^ for 
he was but the mere delegate oi the treemen at larfe, 
to leceive ihofe voices which were in tai;l tote 

?'vci> for the. fccurity of theis own franchifes. 
wiee this eaufe bad beenjdftj.and the tofs had 
beei» occafioned foldy by the fatal ptopenfity to 
fplitting, "which at thofe periods pri'vciled:,but he 
would not have gentlemen to fuppofc the freemen 
incapable of affeituig their risht.<!, DecauJ'i: they had 
failed in domg I'o ; he would, idtl.er pif ve that the 
freemen, when louzed, were able to deteat the ty- 
ranny 
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janny'bF the great families, becaure they did aSually 
do To in the ele^iion of General Lambton in 1761 -. 
he had no hefitation in afTerting, that he was now 
what Gen- Lambton was in 1761 : at that period a 
great and po^verful houfe raifed up a candidate un- 
known to the freemen, feparate 
reft, and diftinfl in all the fociat 
([uaintance and triendihip ; and, 
many of the county gemleme 
Ibrce this ftranger upon the p 
lence, ihreats, and bribery, to in 
They all knew what was the r 
their anceftors was riiuzed ; the 
ftan<lard of independence at that 
opponent's father, and now, u! 
byhimfcif: Mr. Gowland was i

They all of them have been eye-witneffea of the 
aflive xeal, the unwearied attention, the candid en- 
quiry, the impartial examination, the correft infor- 
mation, the found judgment, the obh^ing manners,' 
the inflexible integrity, and the independent mind, 
which have marked the public conduft of Mr. Bur- 
don, dnring the twelve eventful years which he has 
fat in parliament. They have learnt, through him, •- 
the important advantages which a commercial coun- 
ty may derive from its being reprefented in pariia- 
nient by a mail of bufinefs and ability. 

Theprofperity of the county of Durham, in par- 
ticular, dt^pends upon the ability and vigilance of its 
reprcfentaiives in parliament.. The fouree of its opu- 
lence may h'e deflroyed by the impolilion of a Tingle 
tax, or by the repeal of a Iinglerellriflion. 

Can tfiey who are interelled in the trade of the 

Tync anl the Wear, (which defcription embraces 

almolt 
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aimoft every perfon of property in the county, or 
connefled whh it) be unapprized, that, for foiNC 
tirne pafl, a moil powertul combination has exifted 
to obtain the repeal of the reftriftion, which pre- 
. vents London being fupplied with coals by inland 
navigation; and that every effort, of interefl and of 
^art, will-be ufed to effeft it ? What is there to pre- 
vent the uhimate fuccefs of fuch endeavours, but 
the abilities, the vigilance, and the influence of your 
reprefentatives in parliament P 

The trull of reprefenting the county is furelv 
then too important to be conferred upon any indi- 
vidual for perfonal gratification only. 

How much is it to be lamented, that fo important 
^a franchife asthal of fending members to parliament, 
fhould be fo frequently degraded, by its being be- 
llowed upon a candidate as a matter of perfonal 

- compliment. 

The Committee difclaim every motive of a pri- 
vate Or perfonal nature. If any perfon could be 

- pointed out to repi efent the county, with e^ual ad- 
vantage to its commerce^ and its general tnterefls, 
ihey would not permit their atlachraent to Mr. Bur- 
don to interfere with his wilh to retire from the fa- 
tigues of public bufmefk. 

Such were the motives which induced your bro- 
ther Freeholders, in London, to exert their bell en- 
deavours to retain ^r. Burdon's Fervices in parlia. 

If they Ihould have appeared more tOTward than 
others on this occafion, they truft it will be recbl-, 
levied, that they have had mote particular and more 
frequent opportunity of being eyc-witneffcs of Mr. 
.Guidon's parjiamentary e 
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un lauTjaay., i*« juiy, lou*. 

AT an early hour this morning the Freeholders, 
from ail parts of the county, alTembled at Dur- 
haili, in great numbers, to be prefent at the nomina. 
tion of the members to reprclent the county >" the 
next. parliament. At twelve o'clock the foil for the 
city was adjourned, to allow the Freeholders who 
might be engaged at it, an opportunity of attending 
the county meeting. 

Sir Heoworth Williamson, the High Sheriff, 
opened the bufmefs by reading the requifilion for 
. the meeting. 

Sir 
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Sir John 'Eden then propofed Sir Kaxfh Mil- 
£ANK£, Bart> as a proper petfon to be ooe of the 
reprefentatives for tne <:ouniy ; which was ieconded 
by George Baker, £fq.- and received with.geiienil 
approbaLion. 

Sir Ralph ^ilbanke faid, he was extremely 
proud of the honour of being fiominated as ooe of 
the reprefentatives of that tnw refpe£Ub]e county. 
It was an indi^utable proof of their appiobation of 
his condu£l. 

He then took a review of his political condjiA T 
he ftated that lie had invariab^ oppofcd the war and- 
ihe accumulation of uxes, and had cotiQantly ufed - 
his endeavours to procure the -bleffings of peace, 
which in time could not fail to rellore to the coun- 
try thofc advantages which fhe had loft by the war. 

Will. Russell, Efq. thenpropofed Rowland 
BuRDOK, Efq. his name was received with the molt 
enthufiaftic applaufe. Ralph Ord, Efq. feconded 
his.nooiination. 

Mr. BuRDON laid, he hoped that any embarrafs- 
ment which might appear, either in his countenance 
or manner, would not be aitributed to his havine 
the kaft difficulty in determining what Ibould be his 
condufl on (he prcfent occafion. He had raoft un- 
equivocally and difttn£lly declared his intention pf 
not offering himfelf a^in as a candidate for the ho. 
noi^r of reprefenting them in parliament. This he 
had done, as publickh' as pofTible, more than once ; 
4nd had, to the prejCcnt time, reljfted applications 
from feveral very refpe£iable quarters, becaufe he 
felt himfcit bound hy his determination, and by 
thofe duties, of a domelUc nature, which had iirll 
induced him to form it. He was not, he faid, in- 
fenfib'e of ?he high honour of being the reprefenta- 
tive (jf a jfi-car -M opulent county; but,\in his efti- 
mation, it~couiiAcd in the a6i:ual i>eiforaiance of the 
R important 
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■imporlant duties of the ftation; and he could luA 
4)ring his mind to feek to retain it a moment longer 
than he could confcientioufly difcharge its duties. 
•He had, however, a moil decided opinion, that no 
man had a right to relift, for a rooment, the Tenfe of 
\he Freeholders upon the quellion they were then 
about to decide. He had had the honoar of- being 
■put in nomination by two veiy telpeftable- gentle- 
men, at the requeft of- many bodies of Freelralders. 
It was for that meeting to fignify their opinion upon 
Ihe fubje£t, and it was for him cheerfully and- freely 
10 acquicfce i:i their wifties. If they jiermitled him 
to retumto his domeflic occupations, he fhould do 
fo with the ftrongeft feelings of gratitude and attach- 
■ment to the county, for the confidence with which 
they had during twelve years honoured him : if, on 
the contrary, they thought proper to lequiie a con- 
tinuance of' his fervices, he was there to receive 
ftbeir commands ; and, making a facrifice of his pri- 
vate comforts to his public duty, he was ready to 
, -ferve them with aU the afliduity and integrity in his 
power. 

Mr, BURDON faid, his conduft in parliament was 
known to have been oppofite to that which the Ho- 
nourable Baronet had purfued ; but he had a&ed 
from motives perfe£lly independent and conflitu- 
tional. He had fiippdrted' the war, becaufe.he 
thought this great commercial country could only 
prote^ its commerce, its •wealth, and its indepen- 
dence, by refilting the aggreflions of a reftlefs and 
infldious enemy ; and he- thanked .God-that no pe- 
riod of our hiftory, from the remoteft antiquity, 
could fumilb us with a HA of more briUiant, if in- 
deed To great atchievements, as the late war, by 

■ which we had been able to fecure to ourfelves the 

■ poflelTion of every thing dear to Britons. He juf- 
>tjfied bis general iupport of the late adminiAnitKm ; 
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uid-fiat«d, that in points where he had thought tU^m" 
wfong, he had repeatedly given his vote againll their 
raeafures. And he concluded by declaring that he 
was in their hands, to difpofe of him as they thought " 
fit, and that he would cheerfully abide by their da- 
cilion^. 

Sir H£NRY Vane TewpEST then addreffed the 
raeeting. He defended his conduft iiom-the charge 
of perional ambition ; and ftated the reafons that bad 
inaaced him to offer his fervices to the county,— 
which will be. found detailed in his letter oi' the 
19th infiant.' His. fpeech was very well received. 

The Sheriff- being about to put the queftion, the 
crowd of Fieeholders without the co«rt,- not. having 
.heard what bad- paffed) . were clamorous that the 
meeting Ihould be adjourned to the Palace Green ; 
where Sir Ralph Milbanice and Mr. Burdok 
^jain addrefied the Freeholders. - 

Mr. BuRDOM iaid, that if h« had not been heard 
diftiafllyby-every Freeholderin the' county, it was 
from the phyfical imppflibility of being able to make 
himfelf heard in every quarter of it. He ftated, 
that he had had the honour of being put in nomina- 
tion by two refpe£lable gentlemen, not witbftan ding 
his declared determination not to become a candi- 
date ; and he was there to anfwer to the county for 
his former £oiidu£i, and to explain tothem what it 
would be on the prefent occafion. He avowed that 
he had-been anadvocate for the war, by which, he 
was of opinion, the conftitution, the independence, 
the honour, and the commerce ot the country, had 
been protefled and faved to thofe who Qiovld come 
after us. War and peace were not to be talked of 
by men of fenfe, as abllrafl principles alone ;■ for 
war. waft not always pra£lically bad, nor peace good. 
— He afked what h^ peace none for Hdlanfl. . far 
Switzerland, and othfr countries,— where the want 
R2 o£- 
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of proper exertions, and die too great love oF peactf^r 
baa overthrown liieir ind^ienaeiice, and placed 
them at the mercy of their more powerful neigh- 
bours ? Had our commerce ruflfered hy a war, 
during which w£ had commanded in every lea, and 
brou^t faame the produce of every climate ? He 
jemarked the peculiarly independent manner in 
wUch the Freenolders were about to cxercife their 
franchife ; and alked to what they could attribate 
the prefervation of their rights, but to the fpirit 
and refolution with which ag^effion from without, 
and inlidioui attempts from within, had been reflfted 
and baffled. Mucn of the beauty of oar conftitu- 
<ion, he laid, conliftcd in the power which the legif- 
lature poflefled of throwing its ftccngth,. according 
to circumAances,. into its dtfercnt branches;: and 
that, however it might be thought necefTary, at one 
moment, to ftrengthen the handi of the crown, the 
powers of oar free conftitution, as foon as the pref- 
inrc c^fcd, had never failed to refume their prOMr 
ttme of libcny. He facned, be faid; that ht bad 
fliewQ to the county, by his wiffa to retire into pri- 
vate life, that all bis ambition had been graified t^ 
the honour be had derived from fcrving them. — 
That, and that only, had been, and evcF would be^ 
with him, the fource of all the honours he Oiould. 
ever feek to poflefs; and whether they called on 
him for future fcrvices, or fufiered him to retire to. 
CalUe Eden, in p69ef&on of their efleem and good 
will, he fboald lutve every reward, to which his mind 
vrMs capdile of afpu-ing. 

Upon the queftions being put by the Sheriff, the ~ 
> very numerous body of Freeholders prefent declared 
uoanimoufly in favour of the ele&ton oi Sir Ralph.'

THIS being the day appointed for the ele£lion, 
there was a very numerous attendance of the 
Freeboldafr'at Durham. 

The High SherifT, .in a correal and impteflive- 
maaner, opeoed the bufinefs. 

R 3 - Sir 
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Sir Ralph Milbanke was propofedby Sir John 
Eden and Mr. Baker. 

Sir Ralph Milbanke then addrefledthe meeting 
in an animated fpcecb, profeffing his attachment to 
the general intereils of the county, including its agri- 
culture, internal manufa£lurers, and commercial con- 
cerns, efpecially the Shipping intereft and the coal 
^rade. He rejoiced that be had never fan^oned the 
war, from which be deduced the decline of their 
wetbre and prolperity. ; and afTerted that, white he 
was always ready to concede the requifite pgwers- 
to the exectitive government, he wBs equally careful 
to guard ihe liberties oi the fubjed. He concluded 
by declaring, that the'gratitude with which he was 
infpired, tor confidence repeatedly ftiewn him, could 
never be obliterated from his mind; and that it 
would excite him to every exertion in the fervice of - 
fais conflituents. His fpoech was received with great 
^plaufe. 

Rowland Burdon, Esq. wastheil propofed by. 
William RussEll, and Ralph Obd, Esqrs. 

Mr. Burdon Itated, thi after what bad palTcd at 
the county meeting, on Thurfday laft, he confideretl 
himlelf as a candidate for the honour ot reprcfentiag 
the. county j and having then been put in nomina- 
tion, and countenanced ina manner fo peculiarly 
honound^le and inde(>endent, lie could have no 
doubt but that the Freeholders would honour him 
that day by returning htm,, for t h e ihiid tifne , tineof 
their reprefeniativcs. He tru^ed that the fobriety trf 
his mind would be proof againfl the very flattering 
and diftinguiflied manner in wliich he was called to 
that high and confidential fituaiion ^ and that be 
by a3ions, and not by words, firive to make 
: countyof Durham all the return in his power,. 
le honour they were about to confer upon him., 
highly relif>e(:iable' Freeholders had fairly Hated 
that 
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tfiat tliey did not lelefl him from any idea o( pcr- 
fonal compliment ; and it was upon the fame prin- 
ciple that he came forward to pertorm the arduous 
duty of attending to the geheral good of ihc coun. 
toy, and the locafintcrefts of the county of Dur. 
haiD. Mr- Burdon laid, that the other honourable 
Candidas having gone ipto a ftaiement and dufence 
of \\is political eondu£\ refpeding the war, he hoped 
to be excufed ht trefpalfing on their time, Fiy a juf- 
tification of Jlit condu£l, which had been of an op. 
polite nature. This he did, at fome length, itatingr. 
the impo<ribiIity uf this country holding its com- 
mercial conne^on with tfie continent of Europe, 
and availing itfelF of it£ colonial powers, without 
becoming imecelled in almofi every thing thatpalfcd 
upon the continent,- He avecred that the conduft of 
this country had been confiftent with a plan ot fair 
defence : ajid tliat we niufi not flatter onrfelves th^t 
we cotijd retain owr wealth and in depend en ct, wiiii- 
out the fplrit to contend for them. He aflertcd tha^ 
his honotu:able colleague was wFwig, in auributing 
the low flate of the coal trade to the war. It was 
mtrely temporary^ and was indeed produced by the 
fiWl confequences of' peace, a glut ot Ihipping, 
which, he would venture to loretel, would focn 
ceafc to operate, and the trade would then refuir,e-its 
ordinary vigour. Tht Ihipping intertft had univec- 
lally been deprelfed by the firtt return of peace ; and 
he had thereiore been the fiift man, in his^ place in 
the houfe, to refift the minilter'>, propoliiion of a 
tax on exports, imports, and tonnage. He did not 
wifti to claim any peculiar merit hum that circum- 
flance, but it would prove thac he had afled with 
independence towards the minifler, and according- 
. to his lenfe ot duty towards ihe imere(t of his con- 
ftituertts. 

If they did him the. honour to delegate him to 
parliament^ he afluied them that he dould keel it his'
